design.  This  is  the  first  institution  of  the 
kind  established  in  this  country.  The  in¬ 
terest  felt  is  shown'  by  the  fact  that  500 
city  school  teachers  attended  these  draw¬ 
ing  classes  in  Boston  in  1872  and  620  in 
1873. 

*  *  In  his  4  ‘Second  annual  report  for  1873.” 
Mr.  Smith  refers  to  the  difficulty  of  ob¬ 
taining  trained  teachers  for  the  free  indus¬ 
trial  'drawing-classes.  He  klso  dwells 
up  n  the  impuitance  of  enforcing  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  law  requiring  to  lie  taught 
n  all  the  public  schools,  and  especially  in 
the  teaching  of  drawing  in  the  primary 
schools. 

“The  kind  of  drawing  which  the  State 
>f  Massachusetts  requires  that  its  citizens 
shall  have  an  opportunity  of  studying  is 
oalled  ‘industrial  drawing.’  And  wisely  so 
called,  for  in  that  lies  a  justification  of  its 
public  action  in  the  matter.  The  means 
w  hereby  such  a  system  wfluld  be  best  organ¬ 
ized  to  meet  the  requirements  ot  all  classes 
if  society  anil  keep  supply  and  demand  in 
their  true  relationship,  has  beeu  a  great 
problem  to  the  educationists  of  this  locali¬ 
ty.  as  it  has  been  previously  to  the  educa- 
tionts  of  the  Old  World.  There  are  three 
si  etions  of  the  public  to  be  educated  : 
children,  adult  urti/.ans,  and  the  public 
generally,  who  come  under  neither  of  the 
first  two  divisions.  How  this  has  been 
provided  for  in  most  ot  the  European 
-tates  1  may  here  shortly  describe.  For 
children,  elementary  drawing  is  taught  as 
a  pTai  t  of  general  education  in  most  of  the 
public  schools;  for  adult  artizans,  night 
schools  and  classes  h.»vebeeu  established  in 
almost  all  towns  or  populous  villages;  ami 
lor  tho  general  public,  museums,  galleries 
of  art,  and  courses  of  public  lectures  on 
art-subjects  are  becoming  general.  Upon 
the  comparative  value  ot  these  several 
means « here  may  be  aud  is  much  difference 
ot  opinion,  but  upon  one  point  there  is  a 
general  agreement,  viz  ,  that  to  make  pf 
uoual  art  education  pos.-ible  it  must  com¬ 
mence  with  the  children  in  public  schools. 

*’  After  several  unsuccess!ul  experiments, 
that  is  the  conclusion  at  which,  twenty 
years  ago,  the  educationists  of  Great  Brit 
ain  arrived,  aud  the  progres*  which  has 
since  beeu  made  in  art-education,  and  the 
consequent  improvement  ot  industrial  art, 
is  evidence  enough  that  the  problem  had 
been  solved  and  that  they  were  on  the 
right  track.  To  establish  schools  of  art 
and  art-galleries  before  the  mass  of  the 
communtty  were  taught  to  draw  was  like 
opening  a  university  before  people  knew 
ihe  alphabet;  but  to  provide  both  of  these 
agencies  in  conjunction  with  or  as  a  con¬ 
tinuation  of  the  instruction  in  drawing  in 
public  schools  was  like  a  logical  sequence, 
going  in  rational  order  from  strength  to 
>ti#ngth  of  an  unbroken  chain,  from  bud 
to  branch,  and  from  branch  to  flower,  of 
natural  and  educational  growth.

tlou  issued  by  the  Department  of  Edwca- 

tian  at  MTashington,  over'which  the  Hon. 


HE  TKACIIKItS  MUST  BE  TACGHT  BEFORE 
THE  rCPIt.S  CAN  BE. 

It  is  evident  that,  if  we  are  to  have  jn 
this  couutry  any  general  knowledge  ot 
drawiug  and  art,  especially  any  of  that 
technical  art  training  which  shall  develop 
the  resources  of  the  country  by  improving 
its  manufactures  and  raising  up  skilled 
workmen  to  compete  with  the  skilled  arti 
sans  ot  Europe,  we  must  begin  with  the 
primary  schools;  Rml  to  do  this  success- 
tully  art  teachers,  who  can  leach  the  teach 
ers  of  the  public  schools,  must  be  trained  ; 
in  short,  we  must  apply  to  this  part  of  our 
system  of  public  education  the  same  prin¬ 
ciples  aud  machinery  that  have  already 
proved  so  efficieut  in  the  general  manage¬ 
ment  of  our  public  school*. 

Normal  schools  so  railed — that  is.  train¬ 
ing  schools  for  teachers — have  become  a 
recognized  and  essential  part  of  the  public 
school  systems  of  the  several  States;  and. 
to  give  this  principle  broader  scope  and 
fuller  action,  educational  ass«x-i»tions’and 
teachers'  institutes  are  everywhere  organ¬ 
ized  and  sustained  with  the  best  results 
Normal  art  schools  for  training  art  teach¬ 
ers,  art  classes  in  the  present  normal 
schools,  and  teachers’  classes  for  Instruc 
tion  ot  the  teachtrs  in  drawing  by  the 
special  art  teache  s  are  the  means  which 
mU't  he  brought  into  action,  if  the  study  of 
drawiug  is  lobe  successfully  and  generally 
taught-  in  the  public  achools.” 

Massachusetts  then  must  be  accorded 
the  credit  of  being  the  first  State  fo  estab 
ish  Art  education  in  connection  with  the 
public  schools  by  statute  law. 

In  other  States  private  corporations 
have,  in  somi  ot  th#  larg#  cities,  estab¬ 
lished  art  schools.  Which  will  be  the  next 
State  t#  engraft  it  on  the  Public  School 
system  of  the  State  and  require  drawing 
I  to  be  taoght  as  an  essential  elementary 
;  branch  I.  We  oould  wish  that  our  own 
New  Jersey  may  he. 

A  knowledge  of  drawing  is  now  admit¬ 
ted  to  lie  essential  to  a  mastery  of  th- 
creative  am  and  must  be  deemed  of  the 
utmo*t  importance  to  the  full  and  auccess- 
ful  development  of  all  oor  industries.  And 
the  higher,  more  ennobling  and  refining 
induecce*  of  a  knowledge  of  drawing 
und  of  art  culture  geaeraliy)  upon  the 
character  and  habit#  of  a  people  must  not 
be  overlooked. 

It  would  be  well  if  out  teachers  could 
be  made  to  feel  the  importance  of  thi« 
subject  and  to  give  it  a  prominent  placa  in 
their  preparation  far  the  calhng  ef  the 
tear  her  It  will  sometime  be  made  a  pre¬ 
requisite  to  a  certificate  of  qualification  to 
teach  in  our  public  ac bools.
